The
Democrats openly and exunltingly embracad
the scheme, Not one of their prominent men
bhad any doubt or hesitation aboulit, aud very
many Republicans gave it a timid aud halting
indorsement.

Why Have We Not Peacel

Immediately after the surrender of the Con-
federate armies there was the fairest promise
of a peaceful and satisfactory settlament of all
the issues of the war. The Sounthern leaders
generally a.cknowlmlged that they had staked
their political condition on war, and had lost,
and were therefore justly subject to sach
terms of political gettlement as the outraged
tiovernment might impose; and they were
then disposed to be grateful for such terms as
would leave them in possession of life and
property, and under the protection of egual
laws. A few of the more malignant, who
had determined that they could not sabmit to
guch terms as justice demanded, and that
under no conditions would they consent to
live under the United Biates Government, re-
Bolved to emigrate, and some of them tried it,
and at last came back broken in spirit. As a
gauge for measuriog the change that has taken
place, we have the fact that one of the most
recalcitrant of these was a leader in the Tam-
many Convention, diotated the most impor-
tant and the worst declaration in the platform,
and was one of the Confederate offivera who
made the Couvention nominate Frank Blair
upon his new rebellion manifesto,

But this fair promise of peace was dastroyad
by the unfaithfulness of the Aoting Presideat.
It divided the Government while all the cou-
ditions of peace were yot to be settlsd, und
thus disabled ita political power and utterly
destroyed its moral force, The Southern
leaders quickly saw that Johnson, wislding
the vast execntive power, which had been
greatly magnified by the war, was hostile to
the Congress which represeuted the power of
the people who had conguered them. They
fancled that through this division they could
recover political domination by becoming par-
tisans of Johoson.
